MOTOR SHIPBUILDING IN 
THE. EAST. 


A GROWING INDUSTRY. | 


The special correspondent of Lloyd's 
List writes that several! reasons have 
combined to. cause a great increase in: 
the development of the cofstruction af 
commercial’ motor. craft of small and 
large sizes, not only in India, but in 


., the Federated Malay States and in 


China and Japan. During the war 
there has been a shortage of shipping 
in the East, and the Indian Govern- 


| shipbuilders’ in India and 
ment urged: shipbulloers t ; \eame before ‘Mr. 'R. 0, Hutchison. 


* in. Singapore and Rangoon: to under- 


_ take the construction of vessels of a 


size of which they were capable, built 
of Indian teak, As a result Several 
wooden. auxiliaries. and’ full-powered 
motor ships. were built, while in Ran+ 
goon the first of several craft which 
are ‘to: be turned out has recently been 
launched, 

In. Singapore ‘two 2,500-tons. full- 
powered vessels have lately been 
built, also 230ft, in Jength, but with 


a bedmy of 42ft. and a depth of 22fr.,. 


the gross tonnage being, 1,760. tons. 
These. ships' are intended ‘for trade 
berween Singapore and Hongkong, 
and are owned ‘by the Anglo-Chinese 
Steamship Co., of Singapore, The 
machinery, equipment consists in each 
vessel of two 360-b.h.p, four-cylinder 
. Skandia oil engines of the semi-Diesyl 
type, these motors. being, of ‘special 
interest in that they represent a some- 
what novel design: for engines of this 
. class.’ In the usual semi-Diesel motor 
the air for seavenging out the cylin- 
ders. after the combustion stroke is 
obtained by compression within the 
crank-chamber, which is therefore. 
totally enclosed, renderiag the bear- 
ings inaccessible. .In the new de- 
sign separate scavenging pumps are 
fitted, one for each cylinder, the pis- 
tons for the pumps being driven: off 
othe main engine connecting rods. By 
this. arrangement the crank-chamber 


_ |s accessible when the engine is run-- } | 


ning. ‘which is considered an advan- 
tage in. marine installations. 
‘ CHINESE ‘DEVELOPMENTS, 


of great development being made in 
the adoption of motor craft on all the 
rivers and canals in the -country. 
Some of the rivers, such as the Yang- 
(ste, are navigable for several ‘hun- 
dred’ miles, 
transport is carried out by vessels on‘ 
these rivers.

European de- 
sign. One of the largest vessels. so 
engined is the "* Kwong Lee Loy,” 
which was built by the Kwong Tuck 
Cheong 'Co., of Hongkong. who also 
constructed the ‘two six-cylinder. 
motors of 300 b.h.p.'.. These engines 
ate said to have given very good re- 
‘sults, and large .numbers. of similar 
and smaller sets are now under con- 
struction for installation i in coastal and 
river craft.”
